although there will be rum blings and tremors 
at intervals during the next, two or three 
weeks, and the citizens have argued in their 
minds and among themselves that it is un­ 
reasonable to suppose that violent shocks will 
continue. 
Thus they have forced upon thein- 
**» lves a determ ination to be as cool as pos­ 
sible*. The theory as to tho cause of the earth­ 
quakes first advanced by tlmee making a 
study of them hero—viz: that they are the 
result of a settling process in the earth—has 
U>en generally accepted as true, and this has 
helped to quiet nerves and console timid 
hearts and minds. 
Very few*, even of the 
most devout j>eople, outside of the super­ 
stitious, believo there is any divine w rath or 
work in the quakes. 
Thus have they come to 
philosophize and to think Itefore they run 
when the shocks come. 
There were some 
more slight shocks Monday, but they were 
unnoticed. 
In fact the public here 
1ms con­ 
cluded tlmt shocks are to lie felt as a natural 
sequence of w hat was experienced on last 
Tuesday night, and that “ there is no use to 
get excited nltout a more m atter of routine,” 
as one citizen very coolly put, it.
